OTTAWA, March 30.—Canada 
receives with undisguished inter- 
est the report of the royal com- 
mission on mass buying — the 
largest inquiry of its kind ever 
undertaken by a Canadian gov- 
ernment, Before the close of its 


Sessions carly in February, the 
commission had probed every 
phase of the activities of 14 ma- 
jor industries, heard hundreds of 
witnesses, seen hundreds of ex- 
hibits filed. 


Evidence before the commission, | 


which sat both as a parliamentary 
committee and as a royal commis- 
sion for 123 days, totalled more 
than 7,000,000 words, enough, if set 
in type, to fill two full newspaper 
pages daily for more than a year 
and a_ half. The 
Spread over a year. 


Many sensations came out of the | 


commission's sessions—one of them 
the retirement from its chairman- 
ship of Hon, H. H. Stvens last Oc- 
tober, The now famous “Stevens 
pamphlet,” which discussed the 
work of the committee, resulted in 
the break of the former 


Minister R. B. Bennett. Mr. Stev- 
ens continued as a private mem- 
ber of the commission. 


Adopted on February 2, 1934, the

In addition, the committee had 
authority to enquire into the mill- 
ing and baking industry and the 
marketing of livestock. 

After sessions lasting four and a 
half months the committee. con- 
tented itself with a recommenda- 
tion that its members be constitut- 
ed a royal commission in order to 
continue their work during recess. 
The recommendation was acted 
upon, 


SCOPE WIDENED 


Late in October the royal com- 
mission, making the evidence and 


exhibits of the parliamentary com- 
mittee part of its own records, 
opened in Ottawa and sat continu- 
ously until February 1, 1935. Its

A WISE DECISION 

Hon. J. J. MacLellan is to complimented on 
his decision to resume the extension of the 
highway system of the province, and on recog- 
nizing the need of hard-surfacing the highways 
on which traffic demands are heaviest.

CANADIANS ON THE MARCH 

The national protest conference ended, the 
Mayors of the cities have taken train and are 
en route to their widely scattered homes, leav- 
ing parliament in possession of very clear and 
convincing evjdence that drastic and immediate 
action is required to avert a condition of gen- 
eral municipal bankruptcy. 

No such gathering has been seen before. It 
was the product of unprecedented circum- 
stances. But it might never have occurred if 
Canadians of the present generation were as 
submissive to exploitation as their “heroic 
grandfathers” were, and as they have been 
told they also should be. 

If parliament has the gift of understanding, 
it will know that the conference has presented 
it with a new Bill of Rights on behalf of the 


-taxpayers of Canada; and in so doing has given 


expression to a spirit of populer protest that 
is actively and aggressively present from coast 
to coast. 

It is quite useless now to tell the Canadian 
people that unemployment is not a primary 
responsibility of the Dominion; or that money 
contracts are “sacred’ beyond all others and 
without regard to the ability of the signers to 
fulfil the terms. Those hoary misconceptions 
have gone to join the Divine right of kings and 
the gold standard theory in the limbo of dis- 
carded untruths. 


AN EXCELLENT SLATE 

In selecting their candidates for the provin- 
cial election, the Liberals of Edmonton were 
necessarily confronted by an “embarrassment 
of riches.” 

It was not a case of having to hunt around 
for men and women well and favorably known 
and with ability to fitly represent the city in 
the legislature. The difficulty was to choose 
where so many were available who in every 
respect measured up to the requirements. Only 
six could be chosen, where three or four or five 
times the number could easily have been ob- 
tained. Faced with a situation of that kind, it 
bespeaks the public spirit of the delegates and 
of prospective candidates alike that the selec- 
tions were made with a minimum of difficulty. 

That Mr. Howson led the list of nominees 
was a matter of course. His name went first 
on the list, with the enthusiastic acclaim of the 
delegates, and also of hundreds of spectators 
who thronged and over-flowed the convention 
hall. The other five are without exception 
well-known and highly respected residents of 
the city, quite capable of presenting their 
views on the platform in a convincing manner, 
and of occupying places in the legislature with 
credit to themselves and advantage to the city 
and the province. 


Geographically, the candidatés are admir- 
ably located, two each residing in the east, 
west and south sections of the city. This offers 
all the advantages of ward representation, 


without the disadvantages inherent in a ward 
system. 


THE FIGHT FOR JUSTICE 

More than to any other man, credit for 
vocalising and organizing the nation-wide 
Spirit of protest against financial bondage be- 
longs to Mayor McGeer of Vancouver. No one 
who is familiar with the facts can doubt or 
discount that. 

It was Mr. McGeer's ringing challenge to 
the "sacred" character of confiscatory contracts 
that awoke in other cities the hope of making 
an effective stand against the entrenched, legal- 
ized and documented authority of bond-holders 
to collect dear dollars for cheap ones. 

It was his election, on the strength of this 


, challenge, by a four-fifthy vote of the people

of Vancouver that gave inspiration to the tax- 
payers and the councils of other cities to assert 
their rights against the traditional pretensions 
of “sound” money doctrinaires and beneficiaries.

Geer the leader of Canadian urban municipali- 
ties and their five million taxpayers in the fight 
to make money contracts construable in the 
light of existing realities and common sense. 
The conference at Calgary, and the national 
conference at Montreal and Ottawa, followed 
as logical and necessary developments of the 
movement which got under way as the result of 
his courageous declaration of civic rights. 

In that movement Mr. McGeer has been and 
is the driving force. His service has already 
been nation-wide. The impulse thus given to 
the money reform cause cannot be stopped. 
Coming generations will recall him as the man 
who headed the drive and animated the latent 
demand for a new deal in public finance.

TOLD, AND TOLD PLAINLY 


The present parliament was elected nearly 
five years ago, and its members observe the

The Mayors who have been presenting the 
plight of the cities to the members of parlia- 
ment were elected last fall, the situation they 
described to them one of very close-up 
reality, the hopelessness of which was the cause 
of some of them being elected and the reason 
for their pilgrimage to Ottawa.

It has been made plain to the national 
authority that the cities are in grave peril, 
largely because they have been made to pay 
a part of the cost of salvage operations which 
should have been paid entirely by the federal 
and provincial Governments, and partly be- 
cause nothing has been done to step down the 
carrying charges on municipal debts in keeping 
with the shrinkage of taxpayer earnings, asset

Whatever parliament may do about these 
matters, the one thing it dare not do is do noth- 
ing. The gravity of the need for remedial 
action has been in no respect exaggerated. If 
nothing is done to avert the menace, parliament 
will know what to expect, and know also that

The Passing Show

Many readers of this column have written 
or phoned, wanting to know the outcome of the 
story of a week ago, telling about the exploits 
of a certain rich tombstone maker in his efforts 
to collect a bill from a widow who is support- 
ing herself and her three children on a pension 
of $20 a month.

an impulse to return my cheque, being advised 
by her solicitor, Mr. A. L. Marks, that she was 
then freed from any further financial obliga- 
tion to Mr. Dykes or his company, and could 
do what she liked with the $89.97 I had given 
her—even to returning it if she wished.

In the “good old days” a toothache was re- 
garded as more or less of an unlucky event 
that might happen to anyone. Children with 
the toothache usually “cried it out’ until the 
tooth stopped hurting or perhaps some tem- 
porary remedy, such as oil of cloves, was used. 
In those days many dentists 
believed that to keep the 
tecth clean was to prevent 
decay, but teeth brushed 
twice daily went right on 
getting holes in them until 
finally one well-known doc- 
tor went right to the other 
extreme and remarked that, 
“Most of the sound teeth in 
the world existed before the 
tooth brush was invented.” 

Caries of the teeth is so 
widespread among civilized peoples that it is 
said to be the most common trouble known to 
modern man, A great deal of research has 
been done by dentists to find out why teeth 
decay. The results indicate that the main 
cause of poor teeth is wrong diet both before 
and after birth. The new idea among scientific 
dentists is that aching teeth is a disease and 
that decay of the teeth can be prevented. This 
means that if it is possible for the children of 
the near future to never know what a tooth- 
ache means, 

To prevent tooth decay we must begin be- 
fore the child is born. The first, or baby teeth, 
are formed in the first three months of foetal 
life, and for them to be strong it is necessary 
that the mother’s diet contain certain food ele- 
ments, especially calcium, magnesium, phos- 
phorus and flourine. When the expectant 
mother’s diet is lacking in these building ele- 
ments, the child is likely to develop cavities in 
the milk teeth as early as four or five years of 
age, particularly when the diet up to that time 
is poor. When a hole in the tooth is small, the 
child complains when eating hot, cold, or sweet 
foods. As the hole grows larger, the nerve may 
be exposed and a real toothache begins. Par- 
ents often make the mistake of neglecting the 
child's milk teeth since these teeth will be lost 
anyway, and they do not take the child to have 
a milk tooth filled until it is so badly decayed 
that it must be pulled. This means that some 
of the baby teeth come out before they should, 
The teeth left next to the vacancy will tend to 
push over into the empty space, When the 
second or permanent teeth come through, they 
do not find enough room reserved for them and 
are forced out of line, coming in crooked. 

Every mother should see that the baby teeth 
are inspected by a dentist regularly and filled 
if necessary so that they are in the mouth until 
the proper time for shedding. The loss of 
baby teeth and the first permanent molars too 
soon may easily spoil the bony arch contain- 
ing the teeth, resulting in receding chins, up- 
per teeth that stick out, crooked teeth and 
teeth that do not meet squarely in biting. One 
who has not had the baby teeth kept in good 
condition will suffer early decay of the second 
teeth. Teeth which are neglected when in a 
bad condition may form abscesses at the roots 
and the whole body then suffers from the pois- 
oning arising from these pus pockets, Usually 
the patient does not know how much damage 
such bad teeth in his mouth will do and often 
he does not even know they are present. 

Another bad feature is that after early neg- 
lect, even after one goes to some expense to 
have his teeth repaired and bridges put in, the 
teeth may continue to decay and within a short 
time other_repair work must be done, Most of 
the people now in the late thirties face the fact 
that some day they must lose all of their own 
teeth and start using artificial ones unless some 
way is found to stop the decay.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1918, the Strath- | 


cona Horse figured in a cavalry 
charge, which according to Gen- 
eral Seely, won the war for the 
allies. 

It was at Montreuil Ridge. The 
situation was desperate, The Fifth 
Army had been destroyed. The 
cavalry included many crack 
British regiments but the honor 
of the day went to the Strath- 
conas, thanks chiefly to young 
Flowerdew, a lieutenant in the 
Canadian corps. Many of the 
riders fell never to rise again. 
Let General Seely tell the story: 

I went with Flowerdew to a 
point where we could see past a 
corner of the wood. He looked 
fresh, fit, ready for any desperate 
deed. I pointed to a long thin 
column of Germans marching into 
the woods. He said with his gentle 
smile ‘It is a splendid moment, sir. 
I will try not to fail you.’ He 
wheeled his men into line and 
then with a wild shout he started, 
his sabre raised and_ shining. 
There were two lines of Germans 
facing him. Flowerdew checked 
his horse and pivoted to give 
orders to Lieutenant Harvey, ‘Dis- 
mount your men and after we've 
charged seize the machine guns.’ 

“Then the squadron, less one 
troop, went forward at the charge,

slashing and stabbing with their 
sabres. Machine guns and rifles 
spattered them, thinned them, 
knocked men out of saddles, drop- 
ped horses. Those who were left 
went on, trampling the gunners 
and riflemen, rode over the first 
grey column and into and over 
the second. 

“Flowerdew, with two bullets in 
his chest and a gaping wound in 
each thigh, wheeled his men and 
led them back to sabre the Ger- 
mans who had survived. Seventy 
per cent of his men were dead 
or wounded. Flowerdew grinned 
and dashed to the ground, dying, 
‘We've won,’ he shouted. ‘Carry 
on.” 

The Canadians, led by young 
Flowerdew, had saved the situa- 
tion. The gap was closed, never 
to be re-opened. It was sealed 
with the blood of this young Eng- 
lishman wearing a Canadian uni- 
form but fighting for both his 
native land and his adopted 
country. He died of his wounds 
March 31, On April 24 the London 
Gazette announced that he had 
been awarded the Victoria Cross. 

Foch himself bore tribute to the 
Canadians that day: “I shall never 
forget the heroism of the valiant 
Canadian cavalry division. The 
situation was saved, .argely 
through its efforts.”

FIRST THE PUBLICITY, NOW 
THE BILLS 

Norman Sommerville, K.C., has 
a bill against the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for $25,000, or  there- 
abouts, for his services in con- 
nection with the Price Spreads 
inquiry. His fees are $150 a day 
and expenses, His services are 
still retained. 

Certainly the Dominion Gov- 
ernment required the services of 
eminent counsel, but it is a bit 
thick to charge $150 a day, or 
such is the opinion of the people 
of Canada 

This is the sort of thing that 
the whole world is crying out 
against and the Dominion Goy- 
ernment ought to take steps to 
put an end to. Mr, Sommerville 
apparently does not mind what 
the populace will say, or he 
would not have exposed himself, 
but the Dominion Government 
will hear considerable about its 
scale for relief and the contrast 
this episode has provided. 

It is altogether ridiculous that 
such charges are permitted and 
the Government which gives to 
the legal profession the right to 
set up a close corporation owes 
it to the people of Ctnada to end 
such gouging.—Vernon News. 


DEBTS GROW, DESPITE 
FAIR CROPS 


Indebtedness continues to be a 
problem of general concern. To 
pay interest on the present farm 
debt fo Saskatchewan would 
have required about two-thirds 
of all the wheat available for 
sale from 1934 crop, Taxes on 
farms are temporarily lower than 
a year ago, principally because 
of drastic reductions of teachers’ 
salaries and curtailment of high- 
way maintenance, but to pay the 
current levies would have re- 
quired at least one-fifth of the 
wheat for sale. From our survey 
of last summer information is 
now avallable concerning the debt 
of 296 farm owners located in the 
Humboldt district of Saskatche 
wan, in which no crop failures 
have taken place during recent 
years. These farms include about

We 
shall then be able to repeat the

FORGOTTEN EPIC

In mid-October of, 1920, word 
reached Edmonton of the oil strike 
at Fort Norman. No one then 
doubted that this new oil field 
would make millions for such as 
got in on the ground floor. But, 
since the first of the northern river 
craft could not reach Norman till 
early in July, money-mad rainbow 
chasers seemed doomed to kick 
their heels in Edmonton hotels 
through eight months of futile 
waiting. 

The opportunity seemed golden 
for men inured to northern trails 
to “mush” overland in midwinter, 
stake oil claims close to the discov- 
ery, and make big money. A. S. F. 
Rankin was one of less than a score 
of trailsmen who, with dogs, grub, 
carioles and blankets, plunged into 
the frozen wastes in that memorable 
December in 1920. 

BIG MAN WITH 
GREAT PHYSIQUE 

Rankin was then nearing sixty, a 
big man with a remarkable phys- 
“You've got a heart like a 


ique. 
lion and lungs like a mule,” a 
police doctor told him. He left 


McMurray with an Indian helper 
and a dog team on December 2, 
1920, and reached his ultimate des- 
tination, the Imperial Discovery 
well, on February 6, 1921. 

From Edmonton to Norman as the 
crow flies is perhaps 900 miles; but 
the trailsman’s route twists and 
turns with the northern waterways 
to make between 1,300 and 1.400 
miles.- In the north, the trading 
posts, sole sources of supplics, are 
on the waterways; and these water- 
ways provide the only unmistakable 
route in the white wilderness. 

Rankin travelled light, carrying 
no tent; nothing, in fact, but the 
clothes he wore and his blankets. 
At the end of a day’s journey, he 
and the Indian with their snow- 
shoes scraped away enough of the 
deep snow to give footing for a 
camp fire, cooked supper, fed the 
dogs, cut a bed of spruce boughs, 
rolled themselves in their blankets, 
and—just slept. 

Rankin traded dogs along the 
route. At each post he secured a 
fresh team, another Indian and a 
supply of food. Thus on some 
stretches he made as much as 40 
miles between halts. He took eight 
pairs of moccasins, and on occasions 
wore them all. On the trip he 
gained seven pounds, was nipped 
once by frost, and caught his only 
cold when, getting back to McMur- 
ray, he slept in a real bed for the 
first time in three months. After 
deing 2,100 miles afoot and 500 more 
on dog sledge, he commented, 
tersely: “Civilization is no good.” 
TRAIL WORK AND 
ITS HARDSHIPS 

George Pinsky’s experiences fur- 


work and its hardships 
of the oil strike came out 
north, Pinsky, bartering furs 
the Indians at Fort Resolution 
Great Slave Lake, got in touch with 
the “Outside.” In early December 
his brother William arrived at Res- 
olution accompanied by Arthur 
Pantell, S. Noley and Frank Her- 
ring. The day after Christmas they 
hit the trail for Norman. 

Their three dog teams included 
Pinsky’s own team, with which he 
had done three thousand miles the 
previous winter. These four ani- 
mals were Pinsky's pride, and, un- 
like most trail dogs, had never 
known beating or abuse. The party 
carried merely blankets, axes and 
food.

Slave Lake. The mushers went 
ahead on snow shoes, breaking trai!

HEAD FOR NORMAN 
AND OIL FIELDS 

At four o'clock next morning the 
Pinsky brothers woke to the fact 
that others were headed for Nor- 
man and the oil field. The van- 
guard of the oncoming rush was 
Tony Neis, whose party blundered 
on that identical island and had 
their campfire going when the Pin- 
sky party shook the snow from 
their blankets and prodded out the 
dogs. 

As far as Hay River post, the 
Pinsky and Neis parties travelled 
together. At High River came a 
stop for a few hours, to rest and 
feed the dogs. The Pinsky party 
pulled out first, and thereafter kept 
the lead. 

Next night, New Year's Eve, they 
camped at an Indian shack and 
ushered in 1921 with a rabbit ban- 
quet and an orgie of card playing. 
Late hours did not prevent an early 
start next morning across the frozen 
lake toward the Mackenzie. 


Here, with little snow and smooth 
ice, the party made good time as 
After that, the 
river, exposed to the wind, was 
frozen into pinnacles and hum- 
mocks as much as 20 feet high. This 
barrier proved impassable. The 
party ultimately worked back to a 
small stream which provided a 20 
mile detour till the Mackenzie ice 
grew smooth again. 


WARM WIND 
FROM PACIFIC 

At the mouth of the Liard, five 
days out of Providence, a warm 
wind from the Pacific, blowing 
through a corridor of the Rocky 
Mountains, brought a touch of 
spring. The mercury jumped from 
far below zero to 40 above. A day 
or two later, at Simpson, the wind 
veered and the thermometer next 
morning registered 30 below, a drop 
of 70 degrees in a single night. 

On the northern trails, the mush- 
ers got their three square meals a 
day; though in times of stress the 
“square” dwindled to an emaciated 
rectangle. The dogs were usually 
fed only once, just before they bur- 
rowed into the snow for the night. 
Frozen fish was the standard dog 
diet; but emergency anything 
went. from canned sardines to seal 
mukluks. The Pinsky dogs made 
the last stages to Fort Simpson on 
rice and tallow, hoping to secure a 
fish supply at the post. 

Fish were scarce, however. High 
fur prices had made the Indians 
lazy; the fish catch was insufficient 
for normal demands, let alone the 
abnormal consumption resulting 
from this rush of traffic. Camsell, 
the Hudson’s Bay Company manag- 
er, found a two nights’ supply for 
the dogs; and by a bit of luck a 
half-breed turned up with 250 fish. 
Two days later the Tony Neis party 
found the post as empty of dog 
food as Mother Hubbard's cupboard. 
For the men of the Pinsky pa a 
supply of beans and bannock was 
cooked to last them the five days 
to Wrigley. 


BARKING DOGS 
REVEAL CAMPS 


At nightfall, two days out from 
Simpson the bark of dogs up 
the bank apprised the mushers that 
they wer g an Indian 
camp. he camp comprised a num- 

of cabins. Everyone turned 


ber 


the bucks helped the tired men 
up the steep bank with their teams; 
and there was cordial handshaking 
all round. The chief and his men 
helped unhitch the dogs and later 
entertained the party in his com- 
fortable cabin. A squaw spread the 
table with a fragment of white 
table cloth; a huge haunch of roast 
moose was washed down with black 
tea. Before they left next morning, 
the waylarers were given more 
moose meat and rabbits; and recip- 
rocated with the usual 
tobacco for the men and candy for 
the women and children. 

These Indians had no fish, and 
dismally predicted that none could 
be got Wrigley. Long before 
Wrigley was reached the supply of 
dog feed ran low. The loads were 
lighter now; fewer dogs were need- 
ed; to keep them all, hard driven 
and starving, would be cruel; to

At the 
post an Indian woman, by no means 
a Marion Harland, cooked the men 
a five days’ supply of bannock. 
“The stuff was darned hard chew- 
ing,” declared one of the party, 
PADDLE IN SNOW 
DRESSED IN RAGS 

Two days out from Wrigley, the 
party found on the river bank a 
canoe paddle stuck in the snow, 
adorned with a bunch of rags. Fol- 
lowing the signs, George Pinsky 
discovered, in the timber back from 
the river, an Alaska style cabin, 
8x10, with a long overhanging 
porch. The door stood unlocked, 
like most doors in the north. No-

bedy was home—nobody, that is, 
except a gramaphone. Pinsky set 
the gramaphone going and the 


scratchy harmony brought the other 
mushers up from the river at top 
speed, to listen to coon songs, music 
hall and songs that mother 
used to sing, till far into the night. 
A note Pinsky found explained the 
empty cabin. The owner, an Alask- 
an miner named McEwen, had gone 
ahead with the government mail 
carrier to stake an oil claim below 
Norman. 

Next morning a trail on the Mac- 
kenzie led to a wood pile where In- 
dians, thrifty beyond their wont, 
were getting out boiler fuel for the 
next season's steamboat traffic.

Almost fifty then, 
stubby but sturdily built, George 
had traversed the “Trail of '98” to 
the Klondike. In his swift trip to 
Norman he left Edmonton on De- 
cember 23, took time off to help 
fight a fire which destroyed the In- 
dian agent's home at Fort Smith, 


| spent two days in hospital as a re- 


sult, tarried two days at Simpson 
and several more at the oil well, 
and reached McMurray on March 
26, almost simultaneously with sev- 
eral parties that had set out three 
weeks before him. 


The most picturesque of the 
heroes of that almost forgotten trail 
epic was Wada the Jap. 
years earlier, a youth of sixteen, 
Jugrio Wada had landed in San 
Francisco from Japan. Within a 
few months he went north on an 
Alaskan sealer; and thereafter spent 
practically all his time in Alaska 
or the Canadian north. 

Small and slight, Wada tipped the 
scales at a scant 136 pounds of 
brain, muscle, sinew and trained 
endurance. Beside some of his 
amazing journeys, his trip to Nor- 
man was a holiday excursion. Years 
before, with his little bell-shaped 
tent, his nine-dog team and his sled, 
Wada journeyed from Nome to 
Cape Prince of Wales and thence 
along the Arctic Coast via Cape 
Blossom and Point Barrow to Her-

WADA ALWAYS 
FED DOGS WELL 


Though he drove them hard, 
Wada fed his dogs well, except 
when starvation was inescapable. 


Nothing he could buy was too good 
for them, Instead of rotten fish, he 
fed them tinned Salmon, sardines 
and anything else purchaseable at 
the trading posts. At times, his dog 
menu was eked out with canned 
goods, beef-steak, moose meat, but- 
ter and the “Canadian tinned boiled 
dinner” so frequent in the north. 
One meal for four dogs once cost 
him $5. Tony Neis once beat that; 
one meel for nine dogs, with frozen 
fish the sole item on the bill of 
fare, cost him $45. Wada declared 
}afterward his trip cost him $3,000, 
most of it for the upkeep of one 
dog and three untrained pups. That 
he fought through to Norman and 
back with such an outfit speaks 
marvels for the man’s skill and 
endurance. 

Perhaps the most picturesque of 
the northern trailsmen, Wada was 
the most unlucky. A few years 
later he got in wrong over a fur 
deal with some Eskimos. Sought by 
the Mounties, he vanished from his 
loved north. Not long after, word 
reached Edmonton that the dimin- 
utive Oriental, perhaps the greatest 
northern trailsman of all time, had 
been killed in a brawl] on the Pa- 
cific Coast.

“That the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of armaments should be 
ionalized,” was the resolution 
successfully upheld by Norwood 


Young People’s Society when they 
won the Edmonton Young People’s 
Board debating shield this week by 
defeating Strathcona Baptist Young 
People’s Society. 


The affirmative attacked private 
manufacturers of arms claiming 
that they promoted war scares 
through various propaganda agen- 
cies. They had no national affilia- 
tions and re incapable of patrio- 
tism, willing and anxious to hurl 
any all of the nations into ane 


other war. Nationalization of munie 
tions would do aw a with exploita- 
tion of war, thereby making for 
better relations Between countries 


and premoting peace 


ROOTS GO DEEPER 

The negative argued that the 
roots went much deeper than the 
mere private manufacture of arms, 
and that hence nationalization 
would not remove the real causes 
of wer. While armament makers 
might promote war, they were 
aided and abetted by governments, 
for it was only a government that 
could declare war. The negal ive 
argued that the example of Russia, 
with nationalized armament manu- 
facture, showed the fallacy of the 
affirmative contention, Russia 
was as highly armed as were other 
countries, and just as ready for war,

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Shadow Of 4 Big Strikes Hastens NRA Measure 


NEW MEASURE 
WILL EXTEND 
RECOVERY ACT 


Secret Draft Hustled Be- 
fore Congress On | 
Friday 


WASHINGTON, March 30—With 
strikes threatening in four big in-| 
dustries and labor clamoring for ac- 
tion, the United States government 
hurriedly laid before congress Fri- 
day a secretly drafted bill to extend 
the NRA. 

It was introduced by Chairman 
Pat Harrison, of the senate finance 
committee after Donald Richberg, 
new NRA head, appeared before his 
committee in closed session to warn 
that four major strikes have been 
brewing and to suggest quick ac- 
tion on the recovery legislation 
would help to settle them 

The administration's chief “trou- 
ble shooter” told the committee of 
threatened walkouts in the auto- 


mobile, steel, coal and textile in- 
dustries. He appealed to the com./! 
mittee at least to get a bill before 
concress.
